When the teeth of a saw become irregular in size it is absolutely necessary to dress them down 
until all are of an equal height, and this should always be done before attempting to reset or sharpen 
the saw. To facilitate this work and insure evenness we fully recommend the above Jointer, which 
is simple in construction and readily adjusted.

STAR SAW-SET 

FOR HAND, BACK. BAND. WEB. WOOD AND SMALL CIRCULAR SAWS. 

NOT THICKER THAN 18 GAUGE 

Prominent among the advantages claimed for this set is that it can be oper- 
ated by the foot by means of a treadle, 
thus leaving the hands free to guide the 
saw; or it can be used by striking on the 
top with a light mallet. 

A is the plunger, which can be operated 
by a treadle attached to E, under the ma- 
chine, and a slight tap with the foot will set 
the tooth; B, the hammer or striking part; 

C, the anvil; D, the movable gauge; F, the 
screw to regulate the amount of set. The 
striking part and the anvil, or portion which 
receives the blow, are star-shaped, and 
similar in construction. The points are all 
of different sizes, and are numbered from 1 
to 6, and are designed to set different 
sized teeth. It will strike a blow as sharp 
and effective as though done by a hammer, 
and is the most useful and complete saw-set 
that has ever been offered. If the saw is 
hard, several blows should be given in set- 
ting it. Raise the back of the saw from 
the guide-screw F, when the first blow is 
given, and gradually lower it with each blow* 
until the process is complete. With each 
set is included a gauge for holding narrow 
blades, such as Web saws, etc., in position 
during operation of setting.

The material is grey iron, the arches are reinforced to give the requisite strength where needed. 
Tightened by means of the eccentric lever permits of quick and positive action. There being three 
points of pressure on the jaw, proper contact with the blade is obtained along the entire length with- 
out the use of rubber packing, which insures the holding of the saw-blade firmly and rigidly in position.

SAW FILING GUIDE 

Patented Dec. 12, 1893 

ESPECIALLY DESIGNED TO ASSIST THOSE NOT SKILLED IN THE ART OF 
SAW-FILING TO FILE A SAW CORRECTLY 



DIRECTIONS 

This cut shows a saw and the guide in proper position for filing. There are 
three marks on the upper hub of the swivel attachment, and one mark on the 
other. One of the three marks shows when it is in position for one side and the 
other designates when it is in position for filing the other side. The third, or centre 
mark, shows w r hen it is in position for filing Rip Saws. To obtain the correct 
position loosen the wing-nut and move the guide around to the point desired; after 
tightening wing-nut, loosen screw in file handle and adjust the file for the shape 
of tooth wanted. 

A good way is to select a tooth of correct shape and let file down into it, tighten 
set-screw in handle, then file a tooth to see if the shape suits. If not, turn the file 
a little to the right or left and try another tooth until the proper shape is obtained. 
Then file every other tooth. When one side is filed, reverse saw and attachment 
and file the other teeth. For Rip Saws, place the file at right angles with the saw, 
as mentioned above, and file every tooth. Always keep the file as nearly horizontal 
as possible. USE A 5§-INCH DISSTON SLIM TAPER FILE.
